Are we to considor 
that Mr. Barlingame has boon solocted 
through conviction in his superior in- 
tolligonee, or because tho Son of Heaven 
still declines to acknowledgo equality 
with other earthly sovereigns, by do- 
puting ono of his own subjects to thoir 
councils ? 

‘That tho decision to appoint Br. 
Burlingamo was arrived at so rapidly 
as our Peking correspondont declares, 
wo do not boliove for a moment. ‘Tho 
Chinese mind is not given to saddon 
barsts of aftor-dinnor inspiration, and 
to instantaneous action thereon—es- 
so woighty a mattor as do- 
‘a ropresentativo to the once 
pised governments of tho outer 
world. Wo may bo suro that, hower. 
suddonly broached, Mr. Burlingame’ 
‘ppointinent has’ boon Jong aud eare- 
fally thoughtovor. Our correspondent 
says “and noxt tho counsel of Mr. 
Hart was askod.” Wo wonld rather 
bolieve that the coanscl originated in 
Mr. Hart's own brain. ‘Tho influonco 
enjoyed by that gentleman at tho 
Chineso Foreign Ollice is tho less 
Known, that it has been imj 
tibly acquired and is quietly exercised.
